The fifth and last interview tovk placa at 
2.30 p.m, {it ia nat explained how or why 
the hour onginally tized was changed an tho 
16th of April, Viecount Mutsu still being 


described shortly as a long, last, and des- 
perate struggle on tho part of Lito obtain 
reductions and concessions, nu matter in 
whot and bow stall, Besides deacending 
to undignified chaffering, Li often ‘ gave 
himself away’ by such admissions as the 
following :—' The Emperor has authorised 
me to tee my discrotivn, and, if a few 
changes in tho treaty as proposed can be 
made, I can. undertake the respousibility. I 
therefore bog you to seo what you can do for 
mo,—for instanea in reducing the iudemnity, 
or the amount of territory tu be ceded, when 
1 will conclude the business.” Of canrse 
Count Ito, seeing that Li had the power to 
couclude, protested that further conecasions 
were imponeible : he thought if was ‘aun 
dignified thaffuring? to haggle over the 
amount like a couple of tradesman : he de-

H.M.S. Porpoise arrived here a fow days 
ago, from Fusan, and thrilled ua by he 
relation of a1 event which apeaks well for

& hond sea; aeeasionally plunging heavily. 
A heavior plunge than usual burled the 
bowsprit, and with itublucjucket whose duty 
had taken him for a moment ta this perilous 
spot, deep below the surface ; the heavy sea 
iwopt the forecaatle, causing some confusion, 
and had not the gallant commander, who 
happened oleo Jo bo temporarily officer of 
the watch, by good fortune had his eyo on 
thy luckless bluajacket, His absence from 
tho omargutit: bowsprit might have escaped 
notice, The anyines were proinptly stop- 
ped, and bardly bad the pipe ‘man over-

THE NEXT MALL CONTRACT. 
Colombo, April 16, | 
Our Indian contemporaries just now are 
very earnestly disousing the next mail 
contract, and some of the views enunciated 
ere rather startling. One of our Mudras 
contemporarica crieg’ out for 16 knots an 
hour. Nothing leas will sotisty him, which 
shows how litle the writer really knows of 
the subject he ie dealing with, We would 
remind him that whatever the contract spocd 
fixed upon, steamers muat travel 4 little 
faster in caaq of aecidente by the way, efo., 
su that a coutruct epeed uf 16 kacts would 
mean a steaming apoed of nearly 17—atop- 
Pages not included! If tho British Govern- 
ment were willing to pay fur this, no doubt 
they could get it~in time. But it would 
take along time to become feasible, inus. 
auch ap the P. & ©, Co, do not possess the 
requisite number of boats capable of main- 
taining that spesd, or anything like that 
apeed, at the’ prosent moment. The Indian 
wail contract is no doubt a very important 
matter in the eyes of Indian journalivte, but 
the British Government probably think that 
the claims of the aclf-goveruing Culonies in 
the South aro greater, and whatever speed is 
dixed upon will heve te apply to the Aus. 
tralian and China, os well as to the Indian, 
mail contract, To raise ihe speed contracted 
for from 14 knota to 16 allat onco is not, of 
course, practicnblo or fessible, All that 
can be done is to inereaso it: say one 
knot fur two yeara, and avother knut or 
ao ofter that time. This would givo space 
to the Company to make the necessaty ar. 
rangements. Butif greater epeed ie to be se- 
cured, then the subsidy paid to the campany 
will haye to be largely Inoreased, We sin- 
cerely hepe, however, that na notice will be | 
taken of the absurd sugyestion put forward 
in one uf-the Bumbsy papers that Brindisi 
should be abandoned for Muracillea as the 
European terminus of the mail steamer con- 
trict. If we are really te progress we should 
endeavour to inerease the distanee truversid 
hy land and by railway, and sot decrease it, 
Some years ago if way proposed to muke 
Sulonica in Greeen the terminns, in order to 
shorten the time in transit occupied by the 
mails, Any proposal which would lengthen 
the yea junrney, and curtail the distance to be 
truversed by rail, must inevitably increase tho 
time aecupied in the transit of mails To 
alter the port of embarkation from Brindisi 
to Marsvillea, therefaro, will ouly tend’ to 
increase the time in transit, and thie, wa 
submit, ie not to be taleruted for a moment, 
Jt is not question of the advantages of thia 
or that route for passengers—they can go by 
sea all the way tf they wish—if ia a question 
of how the mails can he accelerated in transit 
betwoen London and the East, Gooked at 
in that light the ‘claims’ of Maravillee dis- 
appear at once, We can quite conceive that 
it would suit the passenger homeward bound 
much better to be dropped at Marseilles with 
a shorl land journey of some 18 hours before 
him ratber than to be put out with the 
mails at Brindisi or Salonica, and then have 
48 or 60 hours’ journey by-rail ty undergo, 


in thia matter is nat the passenger but the 
mails, : lf the former is in such @ hurry to 
get-homo that ho cannot wait while the 14 
or 16 knot steamer makes its way home by 
sea, then he must put up with such accom~ 
modation as the mail train affords and the 
long reilway juneney offers, 1t would no doubt 
suit the Indian Civilian aud Military man 
exceedingly well to be able to get hume in. 
14 daye with the minivvum of ‘trouble and 
worry, bub their feelings and convenience 
will most probably have to fit in with the 
requirements of the Australian cotonists, 
who, having an extremely long journey to 
wake before they get heme, will nut grudge 
alittle extra railway journey if, thereby, 
they ara brought by the mails nearer to the

PIANOS FOR TROPIOAT, GLIMATES, 
The following ia taken from ihe * Houss- 
held Column ' of tha Stvatis Fimes :-— 


{n thi+ ‘land of regrets,’ the piano is an 
inetrumenat which more than any inanimate 
objeot tukea the place of a friend, We can 
draw out of it many heart-thrilling and 
puleiotie sentiments, muking it speak in 
sweetest tones of dear old England aad its 
asgocintiuns, [tis for these reasona deserving 
of every cure on our part, for, like us, it ia 
on cxile in a foreign land. Many preaautiona 
have to be taken by the makera before the 
piano is secured for the climate, sand, some- 
times, after every considerativa hag beon 
given effect to, it turos ont that the wood- 
work warpa and the instrument has to be 
sent back. It will be found mast satis. 
fuctory to purchase the pisno locally, al- 
though a littl more expousive thie way, 
because your guarantee will bo at least for 
one year, which time is quite sufficient to 
shew whether it is aifveted by climatic 
causea, Pinnos with wire backy are pre- 
forable, but others aro now, I think, very 
seldom brought into the colony, ft is not 
my intention to recommend any special make, 
but there are few better than u gaod Iing- 
lish-made article, although German inatru- 
ments pro preferred by some, The inst- 
rument should he olosed when not heing 
used, but, on sunny moroings, for two hours 
or co, the ivotivs should be exposed, as tho 
air und light help to keep them from turaing 
yellow, ‘Cho top should be opened oaly 
oceasionally, unless whea wanted to throw 
out the suund, but wood ret aod dust must 
be kept out. “I uaed to cover the keys with 
aastrip of flannel, but | fancy the air, being 
exuluded, hud a tendeney to: make the keys 
yellow, so T would not resormmmend thie, In 
Camp weather and through tbe night, the 
piano should be covered sith a blanket, 
vapecially the back, which easily admits 
damp resuluag in the rusting yf strings 
and tuning pins, aud swelling the cloth, 
so that the notes are apt to stick, 
A piano should wet be in the direct raya 
ufthe ana, which put it out of tune, and 
may warp the wood ; lor should it be placed 
in adreught where it-quickly ubsorbs the 
damp. To prevent moths aud other insects 
from destrsyiog the cloth and felt, camphor 
or uapthaline should be enclosed in smalt 
Hannel ur cotton bags hung inside, If the 
keys are very yelluw, and the ivory is thick 
enough to atand -seraping, this may be done 
with ateel or glass paper, then polished with 
whiting or chalk, damped in pure methy- 
lated ppirit; but ivory of late years bas 
been so expensive that few of the newer 
pianos can stand this treatment, whieh is 
the only certain vue, Anyone, however, 
can bleach, that is, clean the keya well and 
expose them tu the aunlizht, bul glass must 
be put between the light asd the tvuries, or 
the latter will spoil, .A new piuno should 
bo tuned every four tonths for the firet 
year, but, ufterwards,, once in every six 
months will sutlice,
